Roy Vernon and his team 
arrived here. 


That superiority was not 
as ‘great as many had 
anticipated, 


The players who faced 
Everton did a grand job. 
But the Australian Soccer 
Federation set them an im- 
pected part-time players to 
pace it with fully-trained, 
and betler-trained, and 
much better coached pro- 
fessionals. The Federation 
sel its sights at too big a 
target too early in Aus- 
tralia’s new-found Soccer 
infancy.
